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Local Company At 
Three Fires 



Holmes Residence in Fair- 
view is Destroyed 



The Xurhcrth Fire Company was 
called (Hit three times in t lie print week. 
Tlie li r st . and most serious of the fires, 
was tlie ilcstructioii of tlie residence of 
Dr. Kilwjird Hurvill Holmes, 'located 
on Kightor's Mill Road, below Ilagy 's 
Ford, back of the Borough. 

The lire was discovered at 1 .<>•>. and 
had its origin in a bedroom on the 
second floor. Dr. Holmes attempted to 
reach the .Narberth Fire Company by 
phone, but discovered that the (lames 
had severed the connect ion. 

He jumped into his car, and .hove 
to Narberth to place the alarm him- 
self. At Montgomery avenue he met 
(Hiicer Charles (lirvin, who iiceom- 
pan i<il him to Klin Hall, and showed 
him the way. The local company as 
semb:ed its folic and made the run 
to Fnirvie.'. in lo.-s than twelve niin 
uti's from tlie time of the alarm. 

All three pieces of apjiaratus re- 
sponded- the big new pumping engine, 
the combination truck and the ladder 
truck. The lite had. of course, gained 
considerable headwny, but they attack- 
ed it with both tanks of chemicals, 
and had the flames under control when 
the chemical supply ran out. 

In the meantime a second alarm had 
been sent to the I'nion, Ashland 
Height,-, and Ardmore Companies, lint 
they responded too late to help out the 
Narberth Company. No water was 
available, and when he realized that 
the house was doomed, Chief Noel or- 
dered his men to concentrate their at- 
tentions upon getting out the furni- 
ture. 

-Many valuable paintings, rugs, jew- 
elry and furniture were saved. Very 
little was lost in the front part of the 
house, due to the (|uick work of the 
fire companies. 

Save for rescuing movable things, 
the four companies could do nothing 
else than stand aside and watch the 
house burn to the ground. It wm one 
of the older houses of that section, 
and was formerly the home of C. W. 
Young. Damage is estimated at be- 
tween !riH 1,000 and $~>o,000. The destruc- 
tion of this familiar resilience recalls 
the tire of a number of years ago, when 
the large house at the end of the road, 
owned by \V. T. Hani-, was reduced to 
ashes. 

Chief Noel, Deputy Chief Wipf, 
Assistants Young, Henry and Miller, 
with 21 firemen, responded to the alarm. 
Weiss, Henry and Mecke manned the 
apparatus. 

Truck Damaged 

A heavy truck, owned by Daniel 
O'Leary, Philadelphia, was damaged 
Wednesday when it caught fire on the 
northern approach to the Narberth ave- 
nue bridge. 

The blaze was caused when a two- 
gallon con of gasoline on the truck 
overturned and ignited from a red lan- 
tern on the end of the body. 

The truck was being used to carry 
tools, lumber, etc., which was destroy- 
ed. The fire was extinguished by the 
use of chemicals. Damage to truck and 
contents is estimated nt $1,500, cov- 
ered by insurance. 

A smaller fire occupied the company 
during the extinguishing of the truck. 
Maurice Laeey overturned o can of 
paint, which flowed over his feet. He 
was soon blazing merrily, and sounded 
nil alarm to his brother firefighters. 
The chemical line was turned on the 
dancing, fireman, who was promptly 
extinguished. 

Coupe Aflame 

The third fire took place within a 
few feet of the scene of the second 
yesterday morning. A Ford coupe, the 
property of Robert H. Town, took fire 
from u backfire in the carburetor. It 
was being started in Bay Weiss' gar- 
age when the accident occurred. Em- 
ployecs of the garage pushed the car 
into the yard to keep the flames- from 
spreading. The front of the car was 
badly damaged and the electrical 
equipment burned before the flames 
were extinguished.

We have been talking about raising 
annuals from seeds, and while the sub- 
ject is interesting at this time, there 
are still a few weeks on the calendar 
before the real work begins. 

Let us then plan a real piec> of 
work which will give us an opportun- 
ity for some "fireside gardening," th ■ 
planning will be interesting but not 
nearly so much as the actual work of 
building a Rock Garden. 

.lust a little Rock Garden in a corner 
where not much els" can be, perhaps 
a part of the terrace off the porch or 
in a corner that needs something to 
fill it in and make the corner look oc- 
cupied. Most any place iis a good place 
for a little rock pile with soil and 
plants. 

Part shade will do but a location 
with full sun will allow us a wider 
selection of plant material. However 
a background of boards will not do, 
cement, stone foundation or a bank of 
soil is necessary to build against. 

If we are building in a bank of 
clay or heavy loam let us remove the 
heavy material and place odds and emls 
of broken stones and bricks on the hot'-- 
torn, coal ashes will help to fill in the 
bn.se. 

First, we want a go°d solid row of .. 
stones around the base, small ones will 
do here, some old soils inverted will 
help to fill in directly in back so that 
the soil and the plants and will also 
we are ready to build up. 

The ideal soil is leaf mold or humus 
mixed with some clay or heavy loam, 
well broken up, and some sand or sandy 
soil. This mixture will hold moisture 
and will provide drainage. 

Large stones, small stones, fiat stones 
and round stones all placed so that 
they will carry the rain down and back. 
This is the trick of laying the stones — 
so that they will form pockets to hold 
the hoil and the plants and will also . 

catch and hold the moisture.

Do not build at too steep an angle, 
slope the face well back and "bear in 
mind that it is going to rain and rain ' 
hard on your rock pile.
